$s believed that the mines will yield millions of tons. No pit working is needed, 
ag the natural raw magnesite can be stripped off the surface, thus reducing the 
cost of the mining. ‘The rew ore can be burnt at the kilns loested at the mine. 
Thig would reduce, transportation difficulties, as about 50% of the lime can be 
burned off in the immediste area. At present no coke is being made in Manchuria 
(2), Consequently, there would be some difficulty in burning the magnesite ore.
